Firft, this is apparently the grand and | 
fundamental Cauſe of ſo many peoples 
groſs Ignorance of that Religion which 
they are baptized into, and have all their 
days lived under the preaching of 5, and | 
tis ot to be denied that thoſe whoſe un» 
derſtandings gain none, or but very in- 
conſiderable improvement by hearing the 
Holy Scrtytures read, and the Do@rives 
they contain, explained in the Church, 
are almoſt univerſally ſuch as whoſe Pa- 
rents,or thoſe that had the charge of them, 
took none or very little care to inſtru at 
home. 

And who doth not ſee alſo, that the 
firange proneneſs of people to be milled, 
and turned about with every wind of Do- 
Frine, is nothing ſo much to be attri- 
buted to their want of good Preaching, 
as to their not being prepoſſeſſed and ear- 
ly anticipated with the wholeſom words 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their not be- 
ing timely antidoted with the DoGtrine 
that is according to godlineſs, againſt |

And as the conſtant experience of man- 


kind aſſureth us, that there is no ſuch 


| time for improving in other Sciences or 


Myſteries, as Youth, and that few be- 
come very conſiderable in any profeſſion, 
who have not ſtadied it in their younger 
gears, ſo*tis rare to find any that haue at- 
tained to but a competent proficiency in 


the great Myſtery of Godlinels,iz whom 


| Zthegrounds of it have not been laid in that 


age. Therefore the wiſe man —_— 
remember our Creator in the days of 
our youth, and to train up a Child in 
the way that he ſhould go, adding that 
when he is old, he will not ther depart 
fromit. And as S. Paul told Timothy, 
who had a religious Mother and Grands 
mother , that from a Child he had 
known the Scriptures, which areable to 
make him wiſe to ſalvation, ſo hath it 
always been the pradice of truly pious 
Farents and Governours of Touth, to

take care that God and the good things ' 
of his Law may get the firſt poſſeſſron of 
their Childrens hearts z and not to neg- 
le# the well principling of them till 
they arrive at a matnre and. ſetiledjudg- 
ment : as well knowing that Young ones 
are ordinarily as _ more docile and 
traFable than thoſe of Ripe years, as is 
a Twig more lithe and yielding than 
the bo of a Grown Tree ; and. that 
tis far eaſier to prevent the fixing of evil 
habits in their Souls, than to extirpate 
them being fixed. 

Now in order to the better inſtru@ing 
of Youth, the way of learning them Ca- 
techiſms , or Books containing and. ex- 
plaining the Subjtance of Religion by * 
Queſtions aud Anſwers, is commend- 
ed by the General and very Ancient pra- 
Fice of the Church of God, but it muſt 
be acknowledged that through the too im- 
prudent and unskilful compoſure of moſt 
Catechiſms, this way hath not proved 
ſo ſucceſsful, as it might (with the bleſ- 
ſing of God) have been, had due care and 


Judement been uſed about then, 
Tis

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'Tis eaſte to ſhew. how much there is of 
miſtake ard men in them ; and that, 
whereas God commanded the Jews to 
teach their Children his Laws and Sta» 
tutes, not any notions of their own, they 
are generally too faulty in this particus 
lar : And by this means have become 
greater propagators of ſome uncertain 
Speculations, and even dangerous Er- 
rors, than furtherances of uſeful and 
neceſſary knowledge 5 and poſſeſſed the 
Learners of thew both with a wrong no- 
tion of Chriſtianity in general, and ſuch 
particular opinions as tend to encruate 
and make inſignificant the wholſome Do» 
Grine taught by them. 

This great abuſe hath very much been 
complained of by Wile and Good men; 
and it was the affeF ing ſenſe that the moſt 
pions and worthy Perjon, our Authour, 
had of it that prevail d with him to com- 
poſe this Catechiſm : of whom ( by the 
way) I cannot forbear ( notwitt ſtanding 
the extremely narrow room I 4 here con- 
fin'd to) to give this general and very ſhort 


Account, VIZ, 
That 
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That as he was highly walued ( by men 
capable of underſtanding the worth of that 
accompliſhment) for his excellent Learn- 
ing, ſo all Good men that had the hap- 
pineſs of knowing him could do no other 
than greatly love and honour him for 
the incomparably more noble endowment 
of « divine temper and moſt Chriſt-like 
ſpirit that appeared in him. Among other, 
there were no vertues he was more obs 

ſerved tobe an Example of, than a Dove- 
like innocence and (implicity, a Lamb- 
like meckneſs, humility and peaceable- 
neſs, the greateſt benignity, candor and 
ingenuity, the m0? Chriſtian( that is un- 
limited and univerſal) charity;(in which 
thoſe that diſſented from him in matters 
rd Religion ( which is rare in theſe days) 
ad not only areal but great intereſt ) in- 
tire (elt-reh1gnation to the will of God, & 
a very devout temper of mind towards 
him. And thoſe muſt necds conclude that he 
loved God and the ſouls of men in an emi- 
nent degree, that obſerved how very pub- 
lick ſpirited he was, and wonderfully in- 
dnſtrious in contriving and promoting de- 


ſigns

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ſigns for the bettering of the World,and in 
exciting others to do the like, 

To omit other laſting Monuments of his 
pions induſtry, Mr. Mede's moſt elaborate 
Diſcourſes, by him collsFed and publiſhed 
in one great Volume, will perpetuate his 
memory. All that know what he hath there 
alone performed will pronounce him a mo 
indefatigable pains taker for the publick good. 

"And Ipreſume that thoſe that ſhall cone 
ſider the following Catechiſm will ac- 
knowleadg it a no leſs laborious than judi- 
cious work ,and conſequently that it is au« 
other very ſingular inſtance of his ſolici- 
tous concern for their better partzAnd as I 
faid,that the ſenſe he had of the illſervices 
that too many Catechiſms do in the world, 
was the occaſion of his compoſing this, ſo T 
verilybelieve that a more effeFual courſe 
cannst well be taken for remedying of that miſchief.

own invention : nor hath he any where 
made uſe of ſuch Scriptural Phraſes as to 
men of competent underſtandings are ob- 
ſeure or ambiguous; or ſo much as (eem- 
ingly miſapplied any : but all he uſeth are 
very pertinent to his purpoſe, according 
to the apparent ſence of them, as, I pro- 
miſe my ſelf, all perſons not groſly fully 
or prejudic d will bear me witneſs. 

And whereas ſeveral phraſes are briefly 
explained in other words, it is done on- 
ly for the ſake of the moſt ignorant, and to 
render them at firſt ſight intelligible to 
the very loweſt capacities : Nor are any of 
thoſe explications ſuch as, IT canſee, may 
be called in queſtion with any ſhadow of 
reaſor. But beſides, that no man may 
think his judgment impoſed upon by ther, 
taking notice that they, are not to be e- 

ſteemed as a part of the Catechiſm 5 and 
that ſo it may readily be read without 
them, they are all markt to be printed 

in 
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in a diſtin® Chara@er, and moreover 


incloſed with two ſtroaks as Parenthe- 

es. 
Y In ſhort, the Reader may reap theſe fol- 
lowing advantages, by the careful peruſal 
of this Catechiſm. 

1. He may beinſtrufed thereby inthe 
main body and ſubſtance of (imple pure 
Chriſtianity, without the adulterations 
and ſpurious mixtures (to borrow a phraſe 
from a very excellent Door ) of Man» 
made Divinity. 

2. He may bere at once and with the 
ſelf-ſame labour be both taught the anaine 
points of his Religion, and how to prove 
them. 

3. He here hath them _ in the 

affeting manner and with greate 
9096 becauſe in the words of the - 


ly Scriptures : which are certainly more 


commanding, ſtrike with greater awe and 
4 quicker and more pungent ſenſe, more 
powerfully influence our minds and ſweet- 
ly inſinuate their ſence into our ſouls, than 
can any of our own deviſing. And I may

He will hence evidently perceive 
that the Chriſtian Religion 7s zo Specu- 
lative bxt a purely Practical Science, and 
that the deſign and buſineſs thereof is 
(though thoſe that would not have it ſo 
will not ſee it to make men inwardly and 
really Kighteous, to purify our ſouls from 
4ll fleſhly and ſpiritual pollutions, and en- 
due us with a God-like and divine na- 
Ire. 

Tfhall now make two humble and ear- 
neſt requeſts,and then conclude my alrea- 
dy too long Preface. 

Firſt, That Parents and others that 
have the charge of Touth, will be pleaſed 
to inſtru} them thoroughly in this Cate- 


chiſm ; I mean after they have well learnt. 


and digeſted that which the Church hath 


fet forth for them:concerning which I maſt 


needs 
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needs ſay, that as it is very well adapted 


to the capacities 4 young ones, ſo (what- 
ſoever 100 many do think, of it ) it is an 
excellently good foundation to ſuperſtrut# 
upon. 

: Secondly,That thoſe that are more than 
Children, either in age or under{tanding, 
will not diſdain (becauſe this is a Cate- 
ehiſm ) frequently to read it and conſtder- 
atively to weigh and ponder it. IT have 
ſaid enough to perſmade my Readers not 
to deny me theſe requeſts. 

Now the God of peace that —_— 
again from the dead our Lord Jeſus,that 
great Shepherd of the ſheep, through 
the blood of the everlaſting Covenant, 
make us perfect in every good workto 
do his will, working in us that which is 
well-pleafing in his ſight, ( by bleſſzng to

helps he hath graciouſly afforded ns for that 
pxrpoſe ) to whom be glory for everand 
eVer.
